O. L. Taylor, well known and 
highly adtearned merchant of 

Jarmangay, passed away in the 
Carmangay hospital at 9:15 last 
Friday evening, due to injuries 
received when his car was 
struck at the railway crossing, 
by the northbound passenger, 
two days previously,

Farm, Ottawa, the following 
were specially noted. 

Bluebird is one of the darkest 
and blooms late in September 
Lady Henry Maddocks is pink 
and blooms from August to 
November. Victor is one of the 
best early varieties being a mass 
of lavender flowers from the 
beginning of September to early 
October. ‘These plants do best 
in good loam which does not 
dry out. They flower well in 
sun or shade, Spraying with a 
tobaeco solution is sometimes 
necessary in order to control 
aphis and a lace wing fly which
